Cincinnati, June 6. — Railroad 


vagt-s under the new Labor board 
orders for seven of the larger 
groups of the country's rail work- 
ers soon will be at- a-level which 
does not measure up to the Amer- 
ican standard of living and which 
will make vigorous protest neces- 
sary, according to B. M. Jewell, 
head of the railway employes' de- 
partment of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, in explaining the 
quick strike vote action of tlie 
conference of railway union heads 
here today. 


In less than two hours' time, 


heads of eleven railroad unions 
arrived 
at 
an 
understanding 


whereby each, organization will 
take a strike Tote immediately on 
issuance of wage reduction orders 
from the Labor board for its mem- 
bership. The votes will be return- 
able in 30 days and the strike vote 
for the six shop crafts, sent out 
by President Jewell's order today, 
will be in his office in Chicago by 
June 30. 


Itain Service Men Exempt. 


The strike vote decided on today 


will affect about 1,200,000 of the coun- 
try's railway employes — all except the 


' train service men. whose wages are 


not in dispute before the board. 
Al- 


though wage cuts have not been an- 
nounced for any classes but the shop 
crafts and maintenance of way, pend- 
ing decisions are expected to add five 
other classes of labor to the general 
slash. Union executives of these or- 
ganizations today decided to print 
their hallota and have them ready to 
Bend out to the memberships imme 
diately if the board, as anticipated, 
orders further reductions in their pay. 


'The new wages do not permit a 


minimum living wage," declared Mr. 
Jewell today, "and they are wholly 
at variance -with the savins -wage 
championed by Secretary of Labor 
Davis rind President Harding.

Labor Board, a federal body, has to- 
tally disregarded the secretary's atti- 
turta as well as the employes' own 
evidence showing the amount neces- 
sary to maintain a railroad 
man's 


family." 


Walk-Out Freely Predicted. 


Xo further action will be taken by 


the union heads at this time pending 
return of the strike ballots. 
When 


the v-Rult is known— and the union 
hoa<?s freely predict an overwhelming 
vote to walk out — a working agree- 
ment is expected to be made by which 
any p-.opp.ige of work should be taken 
Hrnnlt.uu'ously by all organizations.

men. commonly known as "car knock- 
ers." and the object of some of the 
heaviest assaults by the roads in their 
battle for lower wages, were cue nine 
cents. 


The larger cut was ordered for the 


"car knockers" because the board said 
it believed their work did not require 
the same skilled 
service 
as 
other 


branches of the carmen. Car clean- 
ers, who now receive an average of 
$3.18 a day, were cut live cents an 
hour, or -10 cents a day. 


The mechanics, whose 
daily rate 


now averages from ?G.ll for electri- 
cal workers to $G.2S for blacksmiths, 
will lose 56 cents a day under the new- 
decision, bringing their daily wage to 
approximately ?5.70. 


More Reductions Coming. 


The board's latest decision, which 


is to be followed shortly by reductions 
for railway clerks, telegraphers and 
all other classes of railway employes 
except the train 
service 
men, was 


brief and offered no explanation of 
how the new rates were 
arrived at. 


This omission brought more fire from 
the dissenters, who declared 'the ma- 
jority decision did not consider "hu- 
man needs," ignored the pleas of the 
employes for a "living 
wage," and 


made "no attempt to show that me- 
chanics are not entitled 
to 
such a 
standard." 


Suggestion 
for "some recognized 


standard " to be worked out by the 
board and used as a basis for future 
wage adjustments. was contained in 
the minority report, which consumed 
several times more than the number 
of pages of the; majority decision.'

claimed his father's successor at Bel- 
grade. 


King Alexander was born in 18SS. 


As a youth he was frail and sickly, 
but his career began to give more 
promise after several years of hard 
campaigning at the head of Serbia's 
army. His education was completed 
at Petrograd and his flrst real mili- 
tary training was obtained 
in 
the 


Balkan war of 1912. 


Throughout the World war he was 


devoted to the Allied cause. It was 
Alexander who ordered the mobiliza- 
tion of Serbia's army and personally 
led it Into battle. 
He was severely 


wounded in the fighting around Bel- 
grade before his troops were forced to 
evacuate the city, and barely escaped 
capture at Nish, where he set up a 
capital for a brief period before the 
Austrians entered. 


Several attempts were made to as- 
sassinate him during his regency, and 
after he became M^f. The latest of 
these occurred in June, 1921, and re- 
sulted In the death of one person and 
the wounding of six others. 
Some 


14,000 persons were arrested as a re- 
sult of the plot. 


The young Princess Marie, called 


the pretties* Princess In Europe, Is 
only 22 years of age. She is the sec- 
ond daughter of King Ferdinand and 
Queen Marie of Rumania, and is not 
well known for the reason that her 
life has been spent quietly at home ex- 
cept for a short period in England, 
•where she attended school. 


Pier mother, born an English Prin- 


cess, has one of the most interesting 
personalities to be found among the 
crowned heads of Europe. While she 
has been charged with attempting to 
build up a tremendous power by 
marrying her children to the greatest 
political advantage, she has stated 
emphatically that the bethrothal of 
Marie was the result of a genuine love 
match. 


"It is a mistake and unfair to say 


that it is a political marriage," she 
said recently. "E\en among kings and 
princesses there 13 such a thing as 
love at first sight. That is what hap- 
Ipened in this case."

now In progress In Geneva to pave the 
way for ultimate reduction of the size 
of armies.

clearly shown than In the chapter on 
"demographic data." It asks first for 
population statistics for each country 
as of 1914, and by sex, civil status and 
"large groups of similar age." 


Marriage and legitimate birth rate 


figures covering two decades prior to 
the European war is sought, with data 
as to the "fecundity of marriages and 
Its tendency to decrease." 


Effects of the war on the composi- 


tion and movement of population as 
shown In marriage and birth statistics 
during and since the war Is another 
point for examination. 
Still another 


is "the probable and average length of 
life" at birth and In five-year "interval 
age for the males, together with the 
infant mortality among males. 


Causes of physical rejections for 


army service In countries where con- 
scription is practiced to fill the ranka 
Is regarded as offering a road to the 
study of the physical capacity of the 
people. In addition, the inquiry would 
bring out results of "revised standards 
of rejection during the war."

Another phase of the problem Is 


found In the "cost of Individual main- 
tenance up to military age," with the 
cost of such males of the same gen- 
eration as have died before reaching 
military age, added to the estimated 
cost of maintaining the survivors.

Exodus From Canada to Mexico, 


Taking With Them $15,000,000 


in Goods and Cash. 


Washington.—"Invited to Russia and 


exempted from taxes and military 
service because they could farm, then 
banished because some of them estab- 
lished a communistic colony; obeying 
the laws of many lands, but refusing 
to take part in making or enforcing 
them; frowning upon science, buttons, 
life insurance and tobacco—such are 
various branches of the Mennonites, 
whose exodus from Canada to Mexico 
adds another chapter In the centuries- 
old anabasis of this quaint and goodly 
people. 


"While geographers are studying hu- 


man migrations on the basis of eco- 
nomic determinism, here Is a consider- 
able group.who defy any such chart- 
ing, 
and move about solely upon the 


basis of the best opportunity to follow 
their religious beliefs," says a bulletin 
from the Washington headquarters of 
the National Geographic society. 


"From Holland to Germany, thence 


to Moravia, Hungary, Rumania and in- 
to Russia—so runs the earlier course 
of Mennonite wanderings. 
From the 


steppes of Crimea and the treeless 
banks of the Molochnaia to Bonhomme 
county in South Dakota was not too 
long a trail for the most home-staying 
people in the world—so long as they 
are not disturbed. They seldom travel 
individually. Just before the war a 
trip to Washington was offered as an 
agricultural prize to 12 young men of 
Lancaster county. Pennsylvania, one of 
the oldest American Mennonite strong- 
holds, and of the 12 winners not one 
had been outside his own county be- 
fore! 


"Now 
about 1,500 Mennonites are 


leaving Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
Canada, for Durango, Mexico, and the 
productive loss their going will mean 
is only slightly indicated by the esti- 
mate tha't they take along with them 
some $15,000,000 worth of goods, farm 
Implements and cash. 


Schooling Begins at Three Year*. 
"Compulsory education requirements, 


including the teaching of English, 
which could easily be adjusted by a 
more compromising people, caused the 
migration from Canada. 
In some 


branches of their church every Menno- 
nite child must begin his schooling 
when he la three years old. From 
that time until he is six the Bible and 
the Mennonite catechism are used for 
his Instruction. 
After three years he 


takes up the 'three R's,' but In the 
more orthodox branches of the church 
all science, as such, is frowned upon. 
In farming, however, the Mennonites 
are efficient and practical scientists. 
European countries have profited by 
their example, and to them western 
Pennsylvania owes much of its pros- 
perity. 


"There are various gradations of pol- 


icy among the various groups, such as 
Hntterlans, the Amish, the WIslar, the 
Defenseless and other branches. All 
hold against taking oaths and to non- 
resistance, which led to their exemp- 
tion from the draft without any such 
stigma as attached to many types of 
'conscientious objectors.' 
Their like- 


ness to the Quakers led William Penn 
to invite them to his colony where they 
first established themselves at Ger- 
mantown, spreading thence to Lancas- 
ter, Berks and Bucks counties In Penn- 
sylvania, and later into Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois. 


Have Quaint Dialect. 


"In 'Tillie,1 Mrs. Fiske disclosed 


some of the peculiarities of custom 
and dialect of the Pennsylvania Men- 
nonites. Their adherence to teaching 
German In schools is not so much that 
they love that language as because 
they fear translation would detract 
from the literal Import of their found- 
ers' works. 
Their detachment from 


the world is shown by their curious 
use of English. A caller'at a Lancas- 
ter home rang the bell many times 
without answer. Finally a woman ap- 
peared at the door to apologize: 'Oh, 
did you bell? It didn't make.' 
The 


women wear poke bonnets, resembling 
those of the Dnnkers. Men, women 
and children avoid colors, jewels or 
any grace of dress that might betoken 
vanity. 


"Most rigid of all the groups, how- 


ever, is the Br"uederhof, or Hutterlan 
Brethren, dating back to Jacob Huter, 
a martyr of the Sixteenth century, who 
Insisted upon a complete communal or- 
ganization of congregations. 
It 'was 


this group that had to leave Russia 
about the time of our Civil war for 
evolving a communism which antici- 
pated that of the soviet government In 
many respects. Today they are settled 
along the James river, In South Da- 
kota, declining to cast a vote or bold 
office or patronize a store. 
They 


forswear dancing, play-going and to- 
bacco. They are of German descent, 
came here directly from southern Rus- 
sia, and form a law-abiding, prosper- 
ous, 
self-sufficient community. 


"There ar« more than 60,000 Menno- 


nites In the United States. Their com- 
munities are to be found In odd cor- 
ners of the world where they may fol- 
low the simple teaching of their 
founder, Henno Simons, a Dutch re- 
former, bom the year that Colombo* 
discovered America."
